His Transfer te Woolwich 
Arsenal. 


(Prom the ‘Athletic. News’’) 


So Charles Buchan goes back 
to town. The genius among mod- 
ern Association inside forwards 
had to leave London to make 
fame. : 

Born at Plumstead in 1891, he 
played for Woolwich Polytechnic 
Day School, then joined the Poly- 
technic senior team. Woolwich 
Arsenal tried him in the reserves 
in a few games, but he could not 
leave his employment for the lon- 
gor journeys, so turned to North- 
fleet. in the Kent League. That 
was in 1909. He joined the now 
defunct Leyton. club in 1910, and 
the ability of the master peeped 
through, so that Fulham sought 
his services when Leyton were go- 
ing to the wall. Buchan required 
employment, and there came the 
hitch. Sunderland were attract- 
ed, and Buchan- went North— 
partly, he says, because he was 
rather anxious to see other parts 
of England. 


- The Man Who Was Too Good. 


His record since 1910-11, when 
he first played at Roker Park, is 
a story of triumph—and of disap- 
pointments. He helped the club 
to win The League in 1912-13 
with a record number of points 
(54 of 76) and in the same sea- 
son figured with the team in Sun- 
derland’s only F.A. Cup Final, to 
fail before the Villa. 

But it is in international foot- 
ball that Buchan’s disappoint- 
ments have come. He has only 
four appearances to show——one 
each against Scotland and Wales, 
and two against Ireland. Many 
a player of half Buchan’s ability 
has twice as many honors. The 
giant who has tamed the ball and 
has greater gifts’ than any inside 
forward in the game has not been 
at his best, in the’/internationals, 
but is nevertheless a most unfor- 
tunate man. ‘Too good,” ‘twas 
said. “He mystifies his col- 
leagues!” 

Now he returns to town, still 
the most discussed man in foot- 
ball. Perhaps his powers are on 
the wane. A player who has been 


in League football since 1910 has . 


had a good innings. a 


But there must be plenty of 
excellent football in Buchan yet, 
and his transfer is a plain indi- 
eation of Arsenal’s policy. Chel- 
sea has its Andrew Wilson, High- 
bury its Buchan. The magnets 
are going to town.

WRITING HOME HABIT. 


How English Soccer Team was 
Treated. 


Lewis’ Letters. 
(Published in “Daily Guardian’’). 


When the Football Association’s 
team returns to Hngland shortly, 
after its great record in Australia, 
it is quite anticipated that the 
men will have scores of grievances 
to air. 


For some time past the English 
sporting papers, and in particular 
the provincial press, have been 
quoting portions of letters writ- 
ten by players to relatives at 
home, in which the men complain 
of certain lack of consideration ~ 
on the part of the Australian au= 
thorities. a 
. The majority of the complaints 
are inconsequential, and quite un- 
worthy of publication. 

Mr. John ‘Lewis, the eee: > 
of the touri eam, is quoted in. 
the “Athletic Ne s” as follows: 
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“J had to complain frequently 
about the balls used in our match- 
es. On one occasion the ball did 
not seem very well blown up, so 
it was unlaced. The bladder was 
then discovered to be of the Rug- 
by ball type!’’ 

Mr. Lewis adds: “I was told 
that, this ball was the same type 
as those used in our cup finals.” 

Despite this allegation on the 
part of Mr. Lewis, it was definitely 
proved that the ball was locally 
manufactured as a soccer ball. 

Mr. Lewis also deals at length 
with unfair umpiring and undue 

- penalties, although he must sure- 
ly recognise the fact that wherever 
sport—and more particularly 
football—is played, the question 
of impartial refereering is always 
the paramount problem. 

Such an attitude on a point that 


was never at any time more seri- 
ous than in the average Hinglish 
Cup Tie matches at present can 
do little to promote better feeling 
among the sportsmen 
countries. 

This writing-home habit always 
leads the Englishmen into trou- 
ble. 

Whatever complaints Mr. Lewis 
had in Australia, he always ap- 
peared .to be frank.

At the official welcome home a 
fortnight ago, Mr: Lewis, accord- 
ing to report, was more compli- 
mentary than eritical in regard 
to Australian treatment.
